COMET ROLLER MILLS 
Like many mills in Carroll 
County, this mill along Beaver 
Creek near Finksburg was up­
dated in the late 19th century 
with "roller process" 
machinery. When originally 
built in 1813, the grain was pro­
cessed through millstones. In 
the 1880s, many local mills con­
verted to machinery with 
grooved rollers that popped the 
grain kernels open instead of 
grinding them to a powder. 
Comet Roller Mills was con­
verted to the "roller process" in 
1883. Charles M. Kay and son 
operated the mill into the 
mid-20th century. The mill was 
torn down about 1965. 
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
